Petrograd, Russia, 
Thursday, 


Nov. 15, 5 p. m.—Seven thousand 
military cadets and 3,000 troops 
are besieged in the Kremlin at Mos- 
cow by 18,000 Bolsheviki, who are 
buttering the ancient 
walls and 


buildings with heavy artillery, ac- 
cording to a well authenticated re- 
port received this afternoon. 


The government troops are said 


to baie a thoroughly plentilul sup- 
plj of food and ammunition and to 
be capable of holding out for some 
days. 
According to the Informa- 


tion given to the Associated Press 
bj u senii-olficial American return- 
ing from Moscow, the stories ol 
wholesale looting and burning; there 
have been exaggerated. There has 
been indiscriminate Bring through- 
out the citj, but hesidcs that at 
the Kremlin there has been little 
dameg to property. 


The loss of life since the begin- 


aing of the insurrection is estimat- 
ed at from 2,000 to 5,000. 


Gen. Kaledines, upon whose help 


the defenders of the Kremlin are 
counting, is reported to have cut 
the railway southward to prevent 
provisions arriving \vhile he is mov- 
ing toward Moscow. 


Holland of Italy, Italian engineers have 
opened the dikes against the enemy 
forces which, crossed the stream at 
Griselora, who possibly have

trapped by the inrush of water. The 
inundation at all events, will make 
harder the task of the enemy, in bring, 
ing up guns with which to shell Venice 
front the northeast.

isacks and military cadets had gained 
control of the city after considerable 
fighting, during which the leaders of 
the recalcitrants were arrested.

cow, however, was partly in the hands 
of the government troops and partly 
under the control of the Bolsheviki,

New York, Nov. 16. — Predictions 


that enemy submarines will soon make 
their appearance off, American ports, 
that the submarines will be found to 
be the best antidote for the submar- 
ine, and that the great world powers 
in the near future will have flotillas 
of "contra-submarines," specially built 
for operating against undersea craft, 
were made by speakers who address- 
ed the annual convention of the So- 
ciety of Naval Architects and Marine 
Engineers here today. 


Simon Lake, the inventor, pointed 


to the fact that but one British vessel 
of more than 1,600 tons was reported 
sunk by German submarines last week 
as an indication of possible danger to 
American shores irom 
enemy sub- 


marines. He cited the trans-Atlantic 
voyage of the Deutschland and the 
activity of the U-53 off the north At- 
lantic seaboard as examples of what 
is possible with the submarine. 


Commander E. S. Laird of the Unit- 


ed States navy took issue with Mr. 
Lake when the latter said he did not 
believe the submarine 
could be ef- 


fectively used against the submarine. 


"A submarine can fight a submar- 


ine as well as a battleship can fight a 
battleship," 
said 
tho 
commander. 


Though he said foreign tendencies in 
submarine construction were toward 
displacements of 2,000, 3,000 and even 
5,000 tons. Commander Laird declar- 
ed his belief that craft of the 800 ton 
type are now being 
most 
generally 


built because of their adaptability to 
all year use. 


M. Hay predicted the development 


of the "contra-submarine" or a sub- 
marine fighting undersea boat, which 
•will do most of its work while sub- 
merged. 
Revolutionary but practical 


changes in battery, conning tower, and 
motor consti uction will make possible 
the construction of such a vessel to 
combat 
the 
submarine menace, he 


said. 


Mr. Hay, in discussing the develop- 


ment of the submarine, declared Ger- 
many was the last of the great world 
powers to admit the desirability or 
necessity for submarines. 


Without detracting from the im- 


portance the heads of various govern- 
mental departments placed upon this 
particular work in its relation to the 
prosecution of the war. Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels, principal speaker 
tonight at the dinner of the society of 
naval architects and marine engin- 
eers, predicted that ships would win 
the war. 


"When Secretary McAdoo tells you

SKULLS OF AUSTRIANS SMASHED

Virginia, Minn.. Nov. 16. — Three 


Austrians, a. woman and 
two men, 


were murdered here last night, tho 
police say, because they had subscrib- 
ed to the Liberty loan and Red Cross 
funds. 
They were Mr. and Mrs. Paul 


Alar and Peter Trontich, a boarder In 
tho Alar house. 
Tho skull of each 


had been crushed with an axe while', 
tho victim slept, and each body mu- 
tilated with a knife. 


On tl.e kitchen table in the home j 


of the Alars was a note written in an 
Austrian dialect, reading: 


"This is what you get 
for 
being 


against the Kaiser. Tou have donated 
to the Red Cross and you havo said 
the Kaiser could go to hell. 
Don't 


look for us for nnyone who does will 
get tho same dose." 


Tho Alars were each 38 years of age 


and Trentich waa 60. The men were 
miners. 
A theory first suggested by 


tho police •was that robbery was the 
motive of tho murder, advanced when 
it was learned Mrs. Alar had drawn 
money from the bank yesterday, but 
it was abandoned when a sum of mon- 
ey was found In the Alar bed. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 16.— A dem- 


onstration of the loyalty of the Minne- 
sota and the whole northwest repre- 
sentatives from, every county of this 
state and the other commonwealths 
gathered here tonight had affirmed 
their purpose to stand behind the 
•overnment in its prosecution of the 
war against Germany. The audience 
through

resolution 


pledged its support in "deeds, sacri- 
fices and services," as a message from 
President AVilson read at the meeting 
suggested. 


The president's message was: 
"Nothing could be more significant 


than you gathering to express the

Tou have come together as the 


representatives of that western em- 
pire in which tho sons of all America 
and of which the stocks of all the na- 
tions of Europe have made the prairie 
and the forest the home of a new race 
and the temple of a' new faith. 


Time Corno to Affirm Faith. 


"The time has come when that home 


must be protected and that faith af- 
firmed indeed. 
Sacrifice and service 


must come from every class, every pro- 
fession, every party, every race, every 
creed, every section. 
This is not a 


bankers' war, or a farmer's war, or a 
manufacturerers' war or a laboring 
man's war—it is a war for every 
straight out American whether our flag 
bo his by birth or by adoption. We 
are today a nation in arms and we 
mubt light—farm, mine and manufac- 
ture, conserve food and fuel, save and 
spend to the one common purpose. 


"It is to the great northwest that 


the nation looks as once before in crit- 
ical days for that steadiness of pur- 
I ose and firmness of determination 
which shall see this struggle through 
to a decision that shall make the mas- 
ters of Germany rue the day they un- 
masked their purpose and challenged 
our republic." 


Our Worst. "Entanglements."

SPUTTERING BOMB SET 


IN CHICAGO THEATRE 


ALMOST PRECIPITATES 
PANIC. 


BUT FINDING IS TIMELY 


Chicago, III., Nov. 16. — A bomb 


made o£ gas pipe and powder was 
picked up tonight on the main floor 
of the Auditorium theatre where the 
opera Dinorali was being sung, after 
an incipient panic which followed an 
unexplained burst of flame had been 
stilled by Director Campanlni swing- 
Ing the orchestra Into the Star Span- 
gled Banner. 
The bomb was found 


by firemen seeking the cause of the 
first flame. 
It consisted of a foot of 


gas pipe filled with powder and with 
a fuse attached. 


The firemen finally concluded that 


the flames which caused 
the 
first 


fright had been connected in some 
way with the bomb which also emit- 
ted noxious odors. It was lound near 
the close of the fust act, while Galli 
Cure! was singing a Breton folk song. 
Nearly one-third of the patrons left 


; their seats. 


Galli Curci led in the singing of the 


national anthem, the patrons Joining 
until repose AV.IS restored. 


Most of the uneasiness was felt on 


the first floor. 
The r -Irons of the 


boxes were too far away to be includ- 
ed in the ru&h to the doors but the 
excitement spread to the stage and 
lit was some time before order was es- 


I tabllshed. 


A woman who was sitting 
near 


where the bomb was found, said she 
remembered stumbling against some 
object as she passed to her chair. It 
is believed that the bomb contained 
some mechanism that caused It to 
'"bur.st into flames when moved slight-

NEED HIGHER RATES 


BUT THEY ALSO CLAIM INVESTORS 


MUST BE CONSIDERED 


Waahinton, D. C., Nov. 1C.— Frank 


A. Vanderlip, chairman of tho govei n- 
ment war savings committee, 
and 


Paul M. Warburg1, vice governor of 
tho federal reserve board, eallecl by 
tho Inter-State Commerce commission 
today as expert witnesses in the 15 
per cent rate increase rases, testiiled 
that radical action was necessary to 
remedy the railroad financial situa- 
tion. 


Mr. Vandeilip was of tho opinion 


that the proposed rate increases only 
touched the surface of the situation, 
while Mr. Warburg declared that 
should it be granted, its effects from 
a psychological standpoint in restor- 
ing confidence among investors would 
be a greater advantage than tho im- 
mediate monetary gain it might mean 
to the roads. 


One of two things must be done 


to the situation, either tho govern- 
ment must acquire ownership or some 
action taken to restore confidence in 
their securities, said Mr. Vanderlip.

He has long been

Little Sufferers of a Year Ago Exam-

the epidemic of a year asp, as well as

The 


clinic was in charge of Dr. Hubbard, 
a state expert, and he was''accompan- 
ied by Dr. Walton of Amsterdam and 
by six nurses, in all a staff of eight. 


There were about 30 children pres- 


ent—the largest number since these 
clinics have been held in Oneonta. 
Careful examination was made in all 
cases, and In general satisfactory pro- 
gress was noted.

WAR BREAD TO COST MORE. 


Found Loaf or Inferior Quality Will 


Sell tor Nine or Ten Cents. 


Bread, which after December 10 will 


be called war bread, and made from 
a standard formula, as demanded by 
the Federal -food administration will 
be sold in Oneonta in one pound, one 
and one-half pound and two pound 
loaves, with a slight Increase in price 
according to A. E. Nye of Kye's 
bakery, who has just returned from 
attending the organization of the New 
York State Wholesale Bakers' associa- 
tion at Syracuse. 
In addition it will 


be darker and heavier than the present 
white- bread and will not be so palat- 
able. 


Bread now sells in this city a,t eight 


cents for a 14 ounce loaf. With dif- 
erent ingredients and 16 ounces it 
probably will demand nine or ten 
cents, the exact price not having been 
decided yet. The 24 ounce loaf poss- 
ibly will be sold for 15 cents. There 
is every probability that it will not be 
possible to buy the product from any 
grocer in the city, but that consum- 
mers will be obliged to go direct to 
the bakeries. There also is a likeli- 
hood that the time male come when 
bread will be sold cheaper if the cus- 
tomer will be willing to take it un- 
wrapped. 


As far 
s can be learned the com- 


position of the. flour for the new war 
bread will be drum wheat, IS per cent, 
hard spring wheat, 70 per cent, and soft 
winter wheat, 15 per cent. There will 
be less fats and sugar in the product.

season with an enthusiasm that is 
usua y given to what is original. 


A few of the American -designers 


have exaggerated the French Idea. 
There have been certain gowns sent 
out by a well-known house and exten- 
sively copied by those who deal with 
the trade over the country, which put 
a woman's figure back to where it was 
in 18SO. The- skirt Is pulled about the 
figure until movement is actually im- 
peded. It has all the symptoms of the 
famous lull-back skirt to which the 
bustle was attached. That appendage 
Is also in fashion, but made so incon- 
spicuous that it cannot offend even 
the most conservative taste.

Odd as it may sound, many of these

"Gentlemen: An inspection was re- 


cently mado by this department of the 
Otsego County Almbhouse Farm.

•'Acic-s, to hay, about CO; conditions* 


fair. 
Oats, 32 acres; a good stand 


and looks promising for an excellent 
crop. 
Eleven acres of potatoes; about 


one aero of them are early potatoes 
and have been cultivated. Twenty-two 
acres of ensilage corn and about one 
and

corn is 


planted. Two acres and a half of 
garden crops. We would again ad- 
viso that a vegetable cellar be built 
to properly store these crops. 


"Orchard. 
The orchaid consists of 


about 150 apple trees; no 
cherry, 


plum nor pear trees; very little small 
fruit. 
We would biiggeht the planting 


of a limited numbfr of cherry, plum 
and pears, and small fruits. 
In addi- 


tion, provision should be made before 
another season for the spraying of this 
orchard, so that insects and fungous 
diseases may be controlled. 


"Poultry. 
The poultry consists of 


fifty to sixty Rhode Island Red hens. 
The average production per hen for 
tho last year is about four dozen eggs, 
which is low. The present poultry 
house Is not satisfactory for the caie

We would advise that a new poultry 
house be built and the poultry have a 
larger range. 


"Swine. 
The swine consists of one 


boar, four brood sows, eighteen &hoats, 
thirteen pigs.

and is quite a satisfactory fattening 
house. 
The herd of swine are healthy,
